its nature, and endless tn its duration, 
But, since I have obtained and profess- 
ed a like precious faith with the apos- 
tles, that * Jesus gave himsclf a ransom 
fot ALL to be testified in due time ; that 
he is the propitiation for our sins, and 
not for ours on/y, but also for the sins 
of the whole world;” I must assure 
you, that, like them, I “ suffer reproach, 
because I trust in the living God, who 
is the Saviour of a// men, espe cially ot 
those that believe ;”' like them [ have 
been turned out of the synagogue ; hke 
theirs, my sect is every where spoken 
ag ainst. But nevertheless, “let us count 
it all joy, knowing that it is for the tial 
of our faith, which is more precious 
than gold that perisheth.”? Armed with 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God, “ we come off more than 
congucrors through him that loved as, 
and gave himself for us.” 

I have recently witnessed a trial of 
the strength of a believer in the univer- 
sal love of God, while on an excursion 
into the country, The Universalist fell 
in company with a Quaker, of a very

respectful and christianlike deportment ; 
soon after which, they seemed to be led 
into conversation of a religious nature, 
[ think, by some remarks on the works 
and providence of God.

But according to my view, this 
monitor, is so far from being a true 
guide in matters of religon, or a dis-

Thee certainly is in the dark 
on the subject ; I hope thee will inform 
thyself better. 

Uni. lam willing to go to the scrip- 
tures for information, and, if vou please, 
will cite you a p' irtton that will furnish 
us with acase in point. (There were 
hy this time a number of the company 
deeply attentive.) Paul declares, that 
he “verily thought with himself, that 
he ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus, which things he did, 
pe rsecuting the saints even unto strange 
cities, and when they were put to death, 


he gave his voice against them.” Here 
Paul, himself, declires, that he. acted 
from the dest ‘2ght he had. He verily 


thought he ought, &c. but how differ- 
ently did the lizht trom Aeaven teach 
him ?. * Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me?” said the voice, that was 


heard, when the light shone from heav- 
en above the brightness of the sun. 
Again—The same apostle shows us that 
the conscience, being weak, is defiled. 
Thee must remember, that, pre- 
vious to this, Paul was io a legal state, 
and did not understand ths gospel, and 
knew nothing of the diffrence between 
the two covenants; the old and the

Jerence ? 
U. True, Paul did not understand 


the gospel until he was enlightened from ~ 
above. But how happened it, that this 
wonderful light within did not give him 
that understanding, if it is able to make 
men wzse unto eternallife? I believe 
I understand something of the nature of 
the two covenants you speak of. I un- 
derstand the first, to be that which God 
made with the Israelites, when he took 
them by the hand to lead them out of 
the land of Egypt; in which he pro- 
mised them earthly blessings, on condi- 
tion of their obedience. But the second 
covenant, we are told, was established 
upon better promises; and the apostle 
tells us, they were these, “ that after 
those days God would put his laws into 
their mind, and write them in their 
hearts, and that he would be merciful 
unto their unrighteousness, and their 
sins and iniquities he would remember 
no more.” 

2. L agree with thee, in what thou 
hast said, concerning the covenants.— 
Dost thou believe in a future state of 
reward and punishinent? 

U. I believe that God hath appointed 
ind promised to every man, a full re- 
ward of all his well di: ings in this life ; 
as he hath said, “ the commandments 
of the Lord are pure, enlightening the 

‘yes, rejoicing the heart ; and zn keep- 
ing of them there is gre at reward,” 
And that he has also «aixed: the just 
and full measure of sufferings to all 
their transgressions. As he hath sard, 
“the way ol the iransgressor 1s hard. 
Say ye to the wicked 1 shall go ill with 


him, for the reward of his hands shall 











be given him.” But I am no where 
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informed by the word of God, that 
these rewards and sufferings shall con- 
tinue beyond this life ; but, on the con- 
trary, it is written, that the body “ re- 
turns to dust, and the spirit to God who 
gave it.” 

- 9, It is also written, that “ if ye die 
in your sins, whither I go ye cannot 
come.” 

U. True, but we shall find an insur- 
mountable difficulty in taking the words, 
whither I go ye cannot come, to prove 
the endless misery of those to whom 
they were addressed ; because Christ 
addresses the same to his apostles, say- 
ing, ** As I said unto the Jews, so now 
I say unto you, ye shall seek me and 
shall not find me, and whither J vo ye 
cannot come,® which would prove the 
eternal misery of the latter as well as 
the former. 

Q. What can thee do with the rich 
man and Lazarus? Does thee not 
think the rich man was in hell after 
death? 

U. I understand this passage to be a 
parable of our Lord; for how absurd 
would it be to explain it literally. Sup- 

osing the body of the rich man to 
age been in hell, wrapt in flames of 
fire, and yet conversing with Abraham 
in heaven, and that he saw Lazarus /ite- 
rally in his bosom! 

. I acknowledge that it cannot be 
anderstood literally ; but what is the 
meaning, according to thy view of it? 

U. I understand the rich man to be 
a figure of the Jewish people, who fared 
sumptuously every day, as respected 
their church privileges ; having the law 
and the prophets, and to whom pertained 
the adoption and the glory, and the 
covenants. They were also figuratively 
clothed in purple and fine linen, when 
worshipping in their temple, and sur- 
rounded with all its typical glories, — 
While the Gentile nations, of whom 
fiazarus was a figure, were wholly des- 
titute of them, their spiritual riches, 
except some scattering rays of light 
vhich they borrowed from their highly 
favoured neighbours ; and which were 
as crumbs from their table. But it 
came to pass, that both these characters 
gied. When the Messiah came to his 
own, they received him not, but cruci- 
fied him; and after his ascension, he 
sent his apostles into all the world, at- 
tending their ministry with his holy 
spirit, by which the Gentiles were 
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brought to the embrace of that faith, of | 
which Abraham was the father, and so) 
died, as to their state of idolatrous wor- 
ship, and were received into the gospel 
church, of which Abraham’s bosom was 
a figure. 
also died. When their temple and city 
were destroyed, the Jews were deprived 
of all their church privileges ; of their 
city and temples ; and of every thing 
that had formerly distinguished them 
as the peculiar people of God; and 
even ina providential and judicial way, 
cast into a state of rejection and degra- 
dation—a furnace of affliction, which 
state is well described by the term Ael/, 
signifying a state of darkness ; and term 
fire, expressive of the intenseness of 
their mental sufferings. And they now 
see the Gentiles in a state of acceptance 
with God, and in the enjoyment of 
gospel church privileges ; which state 
was signified by Abraham’s bosom. 

2. I have no objection to the expo- 
sition thou hast given of the passage. 

Here the conversation, of which [| 
have given you the substance according 
to the best of my recollection, ended.

Mr. Epiror, 

Passing along Market street a few 
days ago, I observed a crowd of people 
assembled a little distance ahead, and 
upon a nearer approach, my ears were 
assaulted with a volley of the most tre- 
mendous oaths I ever heard. I shortly 
discovered two men abusing each other, 
and apparently endeavouring to out- 
vie each other in cursing ; one calling 
upon God to eternally damn the soul of 
his fellow to hell. I passed by silently, 
supposing that my influence could be of 
no avail in pacifying them, and was led to 
make anumber of reflections upon what 
I had seen and heard. Where did those 
men learn to curse and swear ?—per- 
haps from their parents or guardians—~ 
But how did the practice of swearing 
originate? It is reasonable to suppose 
it had an origin, and must have heen 
practised by men of importance and in- 
fluence in society, else it could not be 
so common a practice among people, 
particularly those of the lower class. 
A variety of thoughts revolved in my 
mind upon the subject, but I remained 
unsatisfied. Reflecting more upon the

matter, and the important bearing it had 


on society, an idea struck me, but how 
shall [I express it, Whether the doctrine 
of endless damnation did not give rise 
to the present fashionable mode of pro- 
fane swearing ; and whether the pro- 
mulgators of this demoralizing scheme 
did not possess an inflnence in society 
sufficient to establish so vile a practice, 
and give to the licentious libertine a 
code of curses well suited to the ma- 
lignity of his disposition, and well cal- 
culated to gratify his revenge. But I 
hear some one say, Hold, blasphemer! 
nor vilify the holy ones of Christ.-- 
What! a minister of the gospel to ¢s- 
tablish a practice so detestable, so soul 
destroying—-the very marrow of im- 
morality. But start not, friend, truth 
is imperishable—it suffers not by the 
tongue of slander, neither can the ma- 
licious fiend blast its unfading verdure. 
But to the point. Is it not reasonable 
to suppose that mankind, to gratify 
their terrible passions, have fulminated 
those curses against their enemies, 
which they learned at church, or if they 
did not learn them from the mouths of 
those who preached endless misery, and 
eternal damnation, where else could they 
learn them? Were they fabricated in a 
brain, prolific with every species of 
vice or immorality, and transmitted to 
posterity? If so, how is it that they 
bear so near a resemblance to the popu- 
lar doctrines of the day; and I can- 
didly ask, where is the harm in using 
them? Does not God damn his ene- 
mies; and shall man be more just and 
merciful than He? The young mind, 
nurtured in the hot-bed of bigotry and 
superstition, receives an impression 
which the hand of time cannot erase ; 
the doctrine of God damning the soul, 
is thundered in the ears of youth from 
day to day, until it becomes so old a sto- 
ry, that they make use of the terms as fre- 
quently as the preacher; and are ready 
to sweep with the blasts of destruction, 
any of their associates who may oppose 
their schemes. ‘The frequency of pro 
fane swearing, and by being reminded 
twice, and often thrice of a sabbath, 
the precise words they should make use 
of, renders the exercise of it so hae 
bitual, that they do not absolutely know 
when they make use of such language, 
This is truth, for I have been informed 
by profane swearers, when I stated to 
them the folly of such a practice, that 
they would willingly quit, but that, to 
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use their own terms, swearing came as 
natural to them as eating a meal’s vic- 
tuals. Is such the fact? Blush for your- 
selves, oh ye who are called ministers 
of the Gospel of Christ. Ye who ful- 
minate from the desk, designed for holy 
purposes, so demoralizing a sentiment— 
Ye who bow at the shrine of supersti- 
tious bigotry, and offer sacrifices to a 
God whose only security is vengeance, 
search the scriptures, suffer your hear- 
ers to perform the same duty, make use 
of the reason which God in his infinite 
mercy has endowed you with, and then 
see if the doctrines of endless misery 
are not false, and do not accord with 
the character of that God who is good 
to all, and whose tender mercies are 
over all his works.

deemer.” 

If such characters as the above, in: 
cluding the most profligate, have been 
made * to bow at the feet of Jesus” is 
it not a convincing proof that God 
both willing and able, in his own due 
time, to save even the chief of sinners? 
—If Christ be the “ Lord and Re- 
deemer” of the * most profligate”’—if 
by “* the renewing and consoling influ- 
ences” of divine Grace “ strangers 
from the covenant of promise and ene- 
mies in their hearts’’* sinners * of most 
profligate lives,” have been made tocon- 
fess Jesus Christ to the glory of God 
the Father,—have been pardoned of 
their sins and become lke new men,

periencing the effects of the outpouring 
of the same blessed spirit ?—Not their 
sins—for the most profligate * have 
been made to bow” at Jesus’ feet—not 


their stubborn self wills—for, * the old- 


and stubborn oak” equally with * the 
young and tender plant” have been made 
to * bend before the wind that bloweth 
where it listeth” indeed who can resist 
the Almighty ?—And he hath declared 
by the voice of Prophecy * thy people 
shall be willing in the day of thy pow- 
er.’* «T have sworn by myself,” saith 
the Most High * the word has gone out 
of my mouth in righteousness, and shall 
not return, that unto me every knee shall 
bow, every tongue shail swear—surelv 
shall say, in the Lord have I righteous- 
ness and strength. ?f 

We cannot refrain from remarking a 
discordancy between the sentiments 
contained in the narrative before us, 
and the spirit of the doctrine upheld by 
its authors. In the narrative, we find 
the general assembly shewing forth to 
the world, with exultation, the great 
extension of the Gospel of ‘Christ. du- 
ring the last year, and its effects in hum- 
bling and converting multitudes of sin- 
ners, and still looking forward, nay, 
praying for the time, when the church 
'of Christ shall “ increase until its bor- 
dering shall be the borders of the earth”’ 
when * it shall spread itself like a go od- 


\ly cedar, and be a dwelling place to the 
fowl of every wing’’t their joy and ex- 


ultation being apparently in a direct 
proportion to the number to whom the 
gospel shall prove the means of salva- 
tion, and yet, in doctrine, they bi heve 
that the glory and justice of God re- 
quires that he shall finally harl into 
misery—eternal misery, the majority of 
his creatures. Is not this a palpable 

contradiction—they one moment pre- 
tend to exuk that the gospel is extend- 
ing its * balmy wings” over thousands 
and thousands of the human race—and 
call its further extension a glorious an- 
ticipation, and yet, the next, they will 
declare in the face of the world that 
those who believe and exult in the fact 
that all human nature shall be finally 
purified from all sin—are not Christians 
—but maintain a hope that is destruc- 


tive to their souls '—If the justice of

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God requires, and in his counsels he has 
decreed the damnation of the majority 
of sinners* is not every prayer which 
our opponents offer up for the salvation 
of the ends of the earth—is not every 
attempt made by them to extend the 
‘soul redeeming gospel” to the whole 
world, and to induce all to partake of 
its promises, a declared opposition to 
the will, the glory, the justice, the pur 
poses of the Most High? But, I would 
ask, what can our opponents see as @ 
cause of exultation in this glorious tne 
gathering of souis into the fold of Christ, 
spoken of in their * Narrative of the 
stite of religion”? Will any of those 
who have from all eternity been elected 
by the Almighty to eternal lite, be finally 
lost if the exertions of our Presbyte- 
rian clergy are not put forth to fright 
ening them into a profession of Chris- 
tianity ? Certainly not—God haying 
determined, when he elected them, that 
they should be saved—thcir salvation 
is therefore secure, let their state here 
be what it will—for if they should not 
be saved, this would be an evidence of 
their never having been elected subjects 
of divine grace—for what God purpos 
sed in himself before the world hegan, 
must come to pass. Again, if any of 
those whom the Father passed by in his 
covenant with his Son, and left finally 
to perish, should repent of sin, acknows- 
ledge Christ as their Saviour and put 
their hope in him, will they be saved in 
consequence ? If they can be, they of 
course are not excluded from the cove- 
nant of grace, and Christ must have 
died for more than the elect, and, there- 
fore, to admit that any of the ciect can 
be lost, or any of the reprobated can be 
saved, is in other words to abandon the 
doctrine of Calvinism—consequently, 
to preach the gospel to the world at 
large, if the doctrine of election be 
true,—to urge mankind generally, to 
repent and come to Jesus, and threaten 
them with Hell if they do not comply, 
is to insult the poor perishing sinner, 
who never had, nor let him do what he 
may, — can have an interest in 
Christ, by offering him a healing cup, 
which after a few revolving years shall] 
be dashed from his lips, and replaced 
by one of bitterness and gall—it 1s ask- 
ing the majority of mankind to believe

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a lie! Our Arminian brethren may 
consistently rejoice when they see the 
Gospel “spreading its. benign influence 
far and wide—but, the spread of the 

ospel beyond a favoured “ VERY FEW” 
is contrary to the very spirit of Calva- 
nistic theology. Even in the paper be- 
fore us, our opponents do not appear to 
pretend that those who have been the 
subjects of the revivals of which it is a 
narrative, will be finally saved, fur they 
only say that those who have been con- 
verted are “ such as we trust shall be 
saved”’—they frequently speak of them 
also as only “* hopeful converts”—now, 
to show at once what little comfort this 
species of faith can give to the soul, let 
us examine the declared nature of the 
conversion of these very individuals of 
whose salvation, the authors of the nar- 
rative have no other evidence than @ 
vague hope!—* We trust” they * shall 
be saved.” 


“ Additions have been made during the last 
pons tothe churches from which reports have 
en received, of seven thousand one hundred 


and eighty-six souls. 70 many of these the 
Lord manifested himself, not “in tae great 
and strong wind, which rent the mountains, 
and brake in pfrieces the rocks,” but in “ the 
still small voice.” They were the fruits of the 
ordinary ofierations of the Spirit in the word ; 
which, though not called revivals, afford a 
gradual accession to the church, of such as 
we trust shall be saved, and for which we owe 
to God our gratitude. But the most of that 
mumber, are the fruits of such numerous, ex- 
tensive, and blessed vutfhcurings of the Spirit 
of God during the past year, as the Assem- 
bly has never before had the opportunity to 
record.” 

Can there be found men of under- 
standing—persons who profess to ho- 
nour God in thought, in word, and in 
deed, who are capable of actually and 
sincerely expressing the foregoing sen- 
timents—who have no other assurance 
than a vague hope of the salvation of 
those who, having been convinced of 
their sins by the influence of Gon’s 
HOLY SPIRIT, have, in consequence, felt 
a “ deep and pungent sense of* guilt, 
and thorough convictions of inability to 
help themselves—have professed hopes 
of forgiveness only through the atoning 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ-~and 
dispositions to walk in all the com- 
mandments of the Lord.”* Who, in 
a word, have deserted their sins, and 
became followers of “the Lamb of 
God, which takcth away the sins of 
the world,” of that Christ wh6 hath

declared, *“* Him that cometh to me I 
will in no wise cast out.”’* [hose whose 
faith cannot, without doubting, see the 
salvation of such individuals, may-rest 
assured that their faith is not the faith 
of Christ, which is * like an anchor to 
the soul, sure and steadfast.” 

We should not have taken any notice 
whatever of this narrative, had it not 
been for the attack it contains upon 
Universalism ; but as we have it now 
before us, we wish to take notice of 
some other parts of it. 

“ The Lord Jesus Christ, the only 
begotten, the beloved, and co-eqgual son 
of God.”+ The term co-egual is never 
applied to Christ throughout the scrip- 
tures, on the contrary, Christ himself 
directly asserts that his Father is greater 
than him,} and this non-equality con- 
sists not simply in power, but also in 
prescience—“ Of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, nezther the Son, 
but the Father,’§ “ but my Father 
only” When will professing christians 
condescend to bow to the divine testi- 
mony, and not, by their vain traditions, 
make the word of God of none effect. 

“*In some of our bounds, exertions are mak- 
ing, with a zeal worthy of a better cause, to 
propagate a modification of infidelity under 
the name of Unitarianism or Socinianism ; and 
as there is an aptitude of the human heart to 
entertain the grossest errors, we regard it as 
an imperious duty to warn our congregations 
against everv attempt to bring to their notice 
such doctrines as deny the Lord who bought 
them.” 

By what strange perversion of lan- 
guage do our opponents apply the term 
infidel to Socinians and Unitarians ? 
By what misrepresentation have they 
been induced to declare that these two 
classes of professing christians, de- 
ny the Lord who bought them? If a 
belief in the ONE ONLY TRUE Gop, the 
creator—the preserver—and the saviour 
of men—and in his only Son, our Lord 
Jesus Christ. If a firm belief in what 
they conscientiously consider the doc- 
trines of the scriptures, and a rejection of 
all attempts to bow their understanding 
to the creeds of men. If a constant 
attention to the essentials of religion— 
reverence and love of God-—a life of 
strict virtue ; and charity for those who 
differ from them in religious sentiment.

If these be proofs of infidelity--If this 
be a rejection of the Lord who bought 
them-——then are not Unitarians and So. 
cinians Christians, but not otherwise. - 

It appears to us somewhat remarka- 
ble, that the General Assembly should 
be so very solicitous to prevent the duc- 
trines of Socinians and Unitarians from 
being brought even to the notice of 
their congregations. Certainly they 
cannot fear an adoption of them by 
their members. For if the congrega- 
tions be conversant with their bibles, 
and these doctrines be so much opposed 
to the religion of Jesus, as the General 
Assembly pretends, would not the best 
means of doing away their influence, be 
to make them as much known as possi- 
ble,--that, being compared with * the 
record,” their absurdities may be fully 
exposed, 

When divises are solicitous to con- 
ceal a doctrine from people who have 
access to the only fountain of religious 
truth, it is a strong proof that the ob- 
jections brought against the doctrine, 
are not of a nature to produce such a 
conviction of its falsity, as shall. pre- 
vent this doctrine when examined and 
compared with the scriptures, from 
being embraced by even those who now, 
from the representation of their spi- 
ritual guides, are prejudiced against 
it.
